HELP HUNGRY 
WORLD BY EATING 
MORE POTATOES 


No Need To Worry 
About Your Waistline 


Canada has an excellent potato 
crop this year. Potatoes compare well 
with cereals as a source of low-cost 
energy. They can’ be a good source 
of vitamin C with proper storage, 
careful cooking and prompt serving, 
and make valuable contributions of 
iron and the B vitamins. 


Since we wish to send to a hungry 
world as much as we can spare of 
our bountiful wheat crop, let’s try to 
make more of. it available for export 
by substituting potatoes for bread 
and céreal products whenever pos- 
sible. 

Incidentally, the potato itself is 
not fattening. A medium-sized potato 
contains about 100 calories—no more 
than an apple or a banana, and less 
than half the calories of a medium 
slice of pie or a sandwich. It’s the 
gravy, butter or other fat spread on 

~ the potatoe that piles up the calories! 
At present price levels, more food 
value is obtained per unit cost from 
potatoes than from any other food. 
* Proper storage conditions’ are es- 
sential for keeping potatoes, whether 
large quantities are stored for winter 
use or small amounts are bought as 
needed. They should be sorted over 
before storing and any tubers show- 
ing signs of decay removed.. Potatoes 
should be stored in the dark, kept 
dry, provided with good ventilation 
and sorted over. periodically for de- 
cay. A storage temperature of 36-38 
degrees F. is recommended. 

Economy aspects and _ nutritive 
value, as well as their inherent good- 
ness, give potatoes a prominent place 
among vegetables. 


In 1945, the 190 Ibs. of potatoes 
consumed by the average Canadian 
accounted for approximately one- 
quarter of the Vitamin C in all foods 
available. The fact this is the one 
vitamin that can be almost wholly 
destroyed in cooking emphasizes the 
great care that should be taken to 
preserve it. Potatoes also make valu- 
able contributions of iron and the B 
vitamins (thiamin and _ riboflavin) 
and Canada’s food rules call for at 
least one serving daily. 

As is true of other vegetables, po- 
tatoes should be prepared just before 
cooking. Standing in water causes 
considerable loss of nutrients. Vita- 
mins and minerals are concentrated 
near the skin, so that the best food 
value is obtained when potatoes are 
cooked and eaten in their skins. 

If peeled, a sharp utensil and care- 
ful handling will minimize waste. It 
is wise to avoid having left-overs, as 
cooked vegetables quickly lose attrac- 
tiveness and nutritive value on stand- 

; ing. But if left-overs do occur, inter- 
~ esting use of them should be made 
as promptly as possible. 

Potatoes can fit into any meal of 
the day. They lend themselves to a 
variety of cooking methods, and in- 
terest can be given to dinner menus 
by alternating the way in which they 
are served, e.g., baked, scalloped, or 
roasted, boiled, steamed, creamed, or 
if fat supplies permit, fried. Left- 
overs can be used in croquettes, oven- 
baked to save fat. For butter econ- 
omy, have plenty of good gravy; 
roast potatoes around the meat; use 
top milk or light cream when “whip- 
ping mashed potatoes.

‘PARE THE KNIFE Clearing Of Foul Air From Home 
sor’ Winter Is Important 

Ill affects resulting from lack of 
proper ventilation in homes are 
stressed in-a release from the Que- 
bec Provincial Department of Health 
recently. 

The clearing of foul.air from a 
home is particularly important dur- 
ing the winter when householders 
are prone to keep windows and doors 
tightly closed to keep the heat in. It 
was pointed out that this practice 
does not allow the air to freshen and} 
especially in houses where there is 
no central heating the air loses its 
oxygen and collects impurities of ex- 
pired air. 

Suggestions offered by the depart- 
ment to prevent the unhealthy condi- 
tion of foul air include the placing 
of revolving ventilators in the outer 
windows or if these are not available, 
two openings instead of one should 
be cut in the frame of the outer win- 
dows, the openings to be covered 
with sliding panels. 

In any case provision should be 
made for fresh air to enter the house 
and all dusting and sweeping should 
be done with a damp broom or cloth.

NEW CITIZEN 
ARMY BRITAIN'S 
FIRST DEFENCE 


Territorial Army To Have 
Armoured Formations And 
Airborne Division 


Britain’s Territorial Army, to be 
reconstituted on the 1st of January, 
will have armoured formations and 
an airborne division. The Secretary 
of State for War, Mr. Bellenger, de- 
scribing its defensive role in the 
House of Commons, said that in any 
future war the immediate threat 
would from the air and the vital 
commitment of anti-aircraft artillery 
would fall on the Territorial Army.

Last 
week the’ patent office chalked up 
Number 437,388 for a “foldable fish 
landing net.” 

Early Canadian inventors, untroub- 
led by nuclear fission, rocket bombs 
or radar, were granted patents for 
such grisly “new and useful improye- 
ménts” as a “pig’s nose cartilage di- 
vider” and:a coffin “to prevept in- 
fection.”

A YEAR AGO THE WORLD FOOD SITUATION was very grave and 
authorities were apprehensive as to what might happen in parts of. Europe 
and Asia before another crop was harvested. Disaster and famine, such as 
was expected by many people was averted but the distribution of food was 
a gigantic problem and much hope was centred on this year’s harvest.

‘SYDNEY, Australia.—A spending 
orgy that came in Australia with the 
end of the war is petering out and 
people have become sparing both in 
their pleasures and domestic purchas- 
es.

Shops also report falling demand 
for goods other than_ essentials.

| Bookmakers in Sydney and Mel- 
bourne report that people are betting 
ban the horses in modest sums instead 
of big wagers that used to go around 
the ring. Melbourne bookmakers esti- 
mate their takings at a recent im- 
portant race meeting were down 50 
per cent. though attendance at the 
track was larger than a year ago. 
Totalizator figures are also down. 

There has been a decline in savings 
deposits with banks. Deposits with 
trading banks dropped by about $10,- 
000,000 in June., Deposits with 
the government-controlled Common- 
wealth Bank after reaching record 
figures in July have fallen from a 
monthly average of $20,000,000 to 
about $700,000.

IMANY NEW GADGETS 


FOR HOUSEHOLD USE 


An Efficient Filter. For Keeping 
Refrigerator Fresh And Sweet 


The number of household gadgets, 
large and small slated to appear on 
the market is sure proof that we're 
back in the piping days of peace 
again. Many of the new items are 


made of metal, aluminium, or, stain- 
less steel. 

In this group is an efficient filter 
for keeping the interior of your re- 
frigerator fresh and sweet .by ab- 
sofbing food odors. It’s-a long nar- 
row, perforated aluminium container 
filled with pellets of “activated car- 
bon’’. It looks almést like a flat sheet 
of the metal and is suspended under 
any shelf in the refrigerator by 
means of little hooks. 

The carbon grains or pellets with 
which it is filled are made from husks 
of coconuts which have been’ burned 
to a eharred state. These take up 
many times their own volume of 
odorous gases and will not wear out 
for at least five years. You remove 
the gadget when defrosting the re- 
frigerator, and once in a while .you 
slip it in the oven and bake it a short 
while to restore its dryness. Other- 
wise you leave it alone. 

Its makers claim it will protect 
butter, milk, and ice cubes from hav- 
ing an “off taste’, and that it pre- 
vents mingling of flavors and transfer 
of taste from one food to another. 

From time to time there have been 
a number of little gadgets intended 
to help the constant reader keep his 
place in his book. Along comes a new 
one made of metal and designed to 
clamp to the back cover. An exten- 
sion arm which slides back and forth 
and from which a small metal tab de- 
pends fits down. over the page you 
want to turn to next time.

Battle It To Death 


Trainer Describes His 
Experience As Most Harrowing 


PEORIA, Ill.—A cage full of roar- 
ing, clawing, snarling wild animals— 
ignoring their veteran trainer, en- 
gaged in a free-for-all five-minute 
figit resulting in the death of two 
lions. 

Tlie beasts battled. until exhausted 
and Dick Clemens, trainer, had only 
a chair and a stick to defend him- 
self. Clemens, soaking wet from what 
he described as the most harrowing 
experience in 20 years of training 
animals, escaped without a scratch. 

“T've never seen such a fight in 20 
years of animal training,” said Clem- 
ens, who is 47. ‘They were all in it. 
I was in the middle and I was scared. 
The young lions (four two-year-olds) 
on .one side of me and the old‘ ones 
and tigers on the other. Then all hell 
broke loose. 

“But they weren’t after me. They 
were as intent on each other is if 
they were all after a piece of meat.” 

Clemens brought in the young 
lions from the Evansville, Ind., Zoo 
and-they were being “introduced” to 
five old lions, including the father 
and mother of the four, and two 
tigers. 

. As Clemens prepared to put the 
animals through their acts in the 30- 
foot locked steel cage one of the old 
lions struck at a tiger. The tiger 
poked back and the fight was on. The 
young lions, frightened, tried to es- 
cape through a chute. They couldn’t 
get out. 

Two of the young lions died, one 
suffering a broken neck and back, 
while a second was so badly mauled 
it was shot. ° 

Five minutes after the fight start- 
ed Clemens said the tigers were back 
on their shelvés and seven of the 
lions back on their seats.

For many years the country fair 
has been an important feature of» 
rural life in Western Canada. Now « 
that the war is over it will again 
take its proper place as one of the 
greatest of all summer attractions 
for the prairie farmer and his family. 

This year, as in the past nine 
years, The North-West Line Eleva- | 
tors Association has prepared an 
outstanding agricultural exhibit for 
the fair circuit in Western Canada. 
Under the direction of. Mr. J. 
Seaton, the exhibit has been artistic- 
ally designed to feature. subjects of 
universal and current interest to 
farmers. 

The central part of the exhibit 
portrays the ravages of an important 
group of plant diseases, namely, the 
seed-borne diseases of cereal crops. 
The. most destructive of these in 
Western Canada are the smuts and 

_ the seedling blights and root rots. 
The gfact that most seed-borne 
diseases of cereals can be effectively 
controlled by seed treatment’ is 
emphasized in the main section of 
this year’s exhibit. In addition, 
attractive side sections have been 
prepared on weeds, modern chemical 
aids in the war against insects and 
weeds, and on the urgent matter 
of food conservation and human 
welfare. ; 

Mr. Everett Robertson, B.S.A., 
will accompany the exhibit as agri- 
cultural advisor. He will welcome 
enquirics concerning the work of this 
Department. These new publications 
will be found at the exhibit booth: 
(1) Smut Discases of Wheat, Oats 
and Barley, (2) Root Rots of 
Cereals in the Prairie Provinces, 
(3) Discoloration of Wheat Heads, 
and (4) Procucer’s Grading Guide. 

We hope all our readers will visit 
the exhibit of the Line Elevator 
Companies’ this vear. It will. be 
displayed at the following points:
